zen has, indeed, too little interest, for in the final analysis he sin* died in Hamburg 
has decidedly more at stake than either the president or the 
bankers if pending banking bill is passed as it now stands. 
It has been quite generally recognized, even by a novice 
in biasness and finance, that it is never a sound policy for a 
businessman to control the bank from which he borrows 
money. It is never sound policy for a heavy borrower to be his 
own banker. Even before the banking crash of 1933 it was 
considered ethically if not morally wrong, by our more con­ 
servative bankers, for a bank to go into business on its own 
account. 
It is both the moral and legal responsibility of a bank to 
safeguard its depositor s money in every possible way. If that 
responsibility was forgotten during the boom of 1929, it has 
been forcibly brought home to the banking fraternity since 
that time. W hen those in control of a hank are using the 
bank s funds to finance their own business ventures, they 
inevitably put their own interests before the interests of their 
depositors. 
I hey then become not bankers but borrowers— 
and what is doubly dangerous to tilt* depositor s welfare— they 
are borrowers who can lay down their own terms. 
I he evils inherent in this practice were recognized early 
in the banking crisis when Congress passed the Glass-Steagall 
bill of 1933 under the terms of which national banks were 
compelled to divorce themselves from their security affiliates. 
It was the purpose of that bill— the purpose of the whole series 
of banking measures that followed, to make banks above all 
things, a safe place for depositors’ money. 
bhat safety will be jeopardized if Title ll of the pending 
omnibus banking bill is passed. 
For under the provisions of this section of the act, the 
government would be permitted to do the very things, which 
both the president and congress insisted it was immoral for 
private interests to do. 
I his act would give the government 
control of all banks that are members of the federal reserve 
system directly— and of most of the other banks of the country 
indirectly. 
I his control would be absolute— as absolute as 
though the government actually owned the stock of these 
financial institutions. 
Now the government, since it is operated by more or less 
ordinary humans, is subject to more or less ordinary human 
weaknesses. Accordingly the only check upon the extrava­ 
gance of the government— aside from an aroused public opin­ 
ion that all too often fails to become aroused— lies in its ability 
to finance its spending. So long as banks and private investors 
are willing to buy its securities, the government can go on 
spending, even though taxpayers might complain. 
But once confidence begins to weaken, once successive 
deficits pile up too high, then continued extravagance must 
cease if the government is no longer able to market its bonds.

DANGERS IN THE PENDING BANK BILL 
*t

I hat s where the danger of the control of the federal re­ 
serve system, and all banks in that system, as proposed under 
tile pending bill comes in. I he federal reserve board, under 
such political domination, could be authorized to take over the 
direction of the open-market operations of the reserve banks— 
by creating an open-market committee which it would control 
by three votes to two. This committee would “ from time to 
time adopt policies to be followed with regard to open-market 
operations— “and the federal reserve banks shall conform— 
to the provisions thereof." 
In short, the government would be in a position where it 
would say just when and to what amount federal reserve banks 
must buy its own bonds— with their depositors’ money. Thq 
government— the world’s heaviest borrower at the present mo­ 
ment, would become its own banker. 
I he only practical, re­ 
maining check on wanton governmental extravagance would 
be removed. 
I he administration would virtually be in a posi­ 
tion to freeze or confiscate federal reserve bank assets— the 
bulk of the nation’s bank deposits— to finance its wild spend­ 
ing orgy. 
I he very abuses which private bankers practiced in 
isolated instances, and which the present administration has 
been vigorous in condemning, would be open to the govern­ 
ment itself to follow on a grand scale. 
Small wonder Senator Glass is reported ready to make 
the fight of his life against this provision of the banking bill. 
Individual bankers, controlling their own borrowings, was bad 
enough. But to have tax-spending politicians, protected under 
a law to make free with the bank deposits of the nation, is in­ 
deed a danger that even the unitiated can appreciate. 
I here should be vigorous and immediate opposition and 
protest to I itle II of the pending banking measures from the 
country generally. It is not a question concerned with the 
president and the bankers at all. It is an issue in which every 
citizen has vital rights and responsibilities at stake.
